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Hydrogen Tank Failure On Apollo 12 
Threatens To Delay Friday Launching 


Silent Majority

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP)- 
An apparent failure in a hydro­ 
gen tank on Apollo 12 was dis­ 
covered today and threatened 
to delay Friday's launching of 
the moonbound spacecraft. 
The problem was a failure In 
a vacuum holding area In one 
of the two spacecraft liquid 
hydrogen tanks. It was noticed 
while crews were loading the 
hydrogen this morning. 
"Project officials are investi­ 
gating to determine the extent of 
the difficulty and possible ef­ 
fect on Apollo 12 launch opera­ 
tion,” the space agency said. 
Liquid oxygen and liquid hy­ 
drogen are used to provide 
gases 
for operation 
of the 
spacecraft 
fuel 
cells, which 
produce electricity. The two 
tanks, located in the service 
module, each are loaded with 
about 28 pounds of liquid hydro­ 
gen. 
C r e w s 
immediately began 
draining 
off the hydrogen and 
prepared for experts toexamine 
the tanks. 
The space agency 
statement 
said there was "an apparent 
failure in vacuum holding char­ 
acteristics," indicating a pos­ 
sible leak in the system. 
Leaks 
and 
other problems 
have cropped up in prelaunch 
preparations on earlier Apollo 
flights and were corrected in 
time to meet the launch time. 
Until the malfunction was dis­ 
covered, preparations for the 
launch had been going smooth­ 
ly.

SAIGON (AP)— 
Small scat­ 
tered actions were reported in 
South Vietnam today, with 69 
enemy, three Americans and 
one South Vietnamese militia­ 
man killed in clashes in the 
northern provinces and along 
Saigon’s outer defenses. Thir­ 
teen Americans were wounded 
and two were missing. 
Along the central coast near 
Qui Nhon, a plane with eight 
South Korean officers on an In­ 
spection tour crashed, killing 
all aboard. Three of the offic­ 
ers were colonels who were pro­ 


moted posthumously to brigad­ 
ier general. Bad weather was 
blamed for the crash.

reported on 
three sides of Saigon but the 
closest encounter was 28 miles 
from the city. 
U. S. 9th Division infantrymen 
killed 10 Viet Cong in one fire­ 
light 28 miles southwest of the 
capital, and there were no U.S. 
casualties.

briefly with enemy soldiers 40 
miles northeast of Saigon, kill­ 
ing five*

if you’re new to California, it 
may come as a surprise that fall 
is a big planting season In the 
Golden State.

Winter rains eliminate the need 
for much watering, and by the 
time spring arrives you have 
established plants ready to sup­ 
port the vigorous new growth. 
Another good reason for plant­ 
ing now is that a good selec­ 
tion of landscape material isa - 
vailable. 
Your nurseryman Is 
receiving shipments of conifers 
and broadleaievergreens, some 
of which are obtainable only at 
this time of year. 
Among them you’ll find collec­ 
to r’s items tn rhododendrons 
and azaleas. These blooming 
beauties benefit greatly from 
fall planting, establishing them­

Reagan’s defeat if he 
runs (or re-election next year 
has drawn rousing applause— 
from delegates to the confer­ 
ence on youth he called. 
The governor came in for in­ 
tense criticism Tuesday at the 
closing session of the two-day 
conference, which drew young 
people from sub-teens to col­ 
lege age from 47 northern coun­ 
ties, along with adult advisers. 
But 
the youths, led by Negro 
and Mexican -Am ericans, took 
leadership of the final session 
away from adults and spent the 
afternoon generally calling for 
young people of all races to 
unite 
in 
seeking 
rnanges in 
American society. 
Blacks 
and M exican-Ameri­ 
cans frequently criticized Rea­ 
gan for cutting $4.5 million out 
of a $5 million appropriation 
passed by the legislature to pro­ 
vide free lunches at school for 
poor children. 
One M exican-American youth 
said “ the governor objected to 
feeding hungry children. . . . 
We’re going to feed those chil­ 
dren . . . and we’re going to 
get rid of Ronald Reagan” at the 
ballot box in 1970. 
That drew a big round of ap­ 
plause. 
A Japanese youth from San 
Francisco called the meeting 
“ just a big show for the gov­ 
ernor.” 
Many young people 
of 
all 
races had complained during the 
twu days that young people e s- 


pacially from minority groups, 
didn't have a big enough say in 
making 
derisions concerning 
the conference. 
That feeling finally surfaced 
in action when an adult, Ronald 
Lambert, tried to begin the fin­ 
al session at which a pane] at 
young people was to react tothe 
conference. 
He was booed so loudlv he 
couldn’t continue, and youths 
pushed forward to the m icro­ 
phone. When It appeared the 
meeting might be completely 
disrupted, 
two black youths 
from San Francisco —George 
Davis and Virgil Pinckney — 
succeeded in calming 
things 
down. 
Lambert was replaced by Da­ 
vis as leader with the approval 
of the elderly white woman who 
was conference chairman, M rs. 
W. W. Wood. 
The rest of the afternoon was 
given over to sp e e c h e s, mainly 
by minority group youths, on 
unifying to force the adult e s ­ 
tablishment to make changes 
sought by young people.

just “ a sip away from being a 
drunk,” but that long, gliding 
stroke down the ice won't let you 
believe it. 
Howie Young, still lean and 
handsome as a screen idol, and 
showing none of the ravages that 
years of boozing should reveal, 
is back in the Western Hockey 
League — down again from 
two years in the majors. 
“ Sure, I’m a drunk — no, 
make that an alcoholic — just 
one sip away from being a 
drunk,” says Howie, hockey’s 
longtime bad boy but now in 
his fifth year of sobriety,punc­ 
tuality and off-the-ice decorum. 
“Since May 4, 1965, I’ve been 
an alcoholic. If I take that first 
sip, I'm a drunk. I’m dead. 
“ The last time I was shipped 
to the minors it was because 
no one wanted a drunk on their 
team. This time — even though 
they sent me a letter saying 
’your presence is not required 
in 
the Chicago Black Hawks 
camp’ — this time it’s better. 
“ I’ve got my health, my mind, 
my family." 
Howie Young’s escapades dur­ 
ing four seasons 
of National 
Hockey League play drew far 
more attention than his ice prof­ 
iciency. True, Howie’s name is 
in the NHL list of records — 
most penalty minutes in a sea­ 
son — because of his penchant 
for doing things that league 
rules forbid. 
A pro since 1958, Young spent 
three years with the Detroit Red 
W mgs and was sent to Chicago 
when the W mgs threw up their 
hands. The Hawks sent him 
down to the Los Angeles Blades. 


“ I was so bleary-eyed most 
of the time, that I never even 
noticed that town has smog,” 
Young recalls. 
But on May 4, 1965, after two 
seasons with the Blades, Howie 
woke up in the drunk tank of a 
Los Angeles jail.

“ And I don’t want to die, baby 
— I don’t want to die.” 
Now Howie — at 32, four years 
older — says; 
“ I still haven’t taken that first 
drink. 
That had nothing to do 
with not reporting to Portland. 
It was problems In contract 
talks with that WHL team and 
they sold me to Vancouver. 
“ Hell, I made more money 
drunk than they were willing to 
pay me. But 
Vancouver has 
been very fair. 
“ And you want to hear some­ 
thing funny? It’ll give you an 
idea of what kind of drunk I was 
— since 1 was 16 years old. 
“ The coach at Vancouver is 
Joe Crozier. Joe tells me that 
we played together at Rochest­ 
er — used to talk together a 


lot — and our families even used 
to get together. 
“ I 
don’t 
even 
remember 
that,” 
says Young, a strained 
look coming across his bronzed 
face. “ I guess I’m lucky I can’t 
remember a lot ofthingsldid.” 
“ I’m 
just grateful to be a- 
live. The other things, like play­ 
ing in the NHL and eating and 
those kind of abnormal habits, 
are fringe benefits of society.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP>— 
After Apollo 11 achieved man’s 
first landing on the moon, the 
acclaim for the mission a l­ 
most obscured the fact that 
many things went wrong. Com­ 
mander Nell A. Armstrong, for 
example, came within 14 sec­ 
onds of aborting the mission 
only 150 feet above the surface. 
Engineers and scientists hope 
to make Apollo 12 a smoother 
flight. 
As Apollo 11 *s Eagle descend­ 
ed toward the Sea of Tranquil­ 
lity, Armstrong and Edwin E. 
Aldrin Jr. saw that the computer 
-run automatic guidance system 
was steering them directly into 
a rock-filled crater. 
Armstrong 
gTabbed 
manual 
control and searched for a rela­ 
tively smooth landing site. He 
used up precious fuel and had 
only 14 seconds hover time r e ­ 
maining when he touched down 
half a mile from the crater. 
The Eagle had overshot its In­ 
tended landing point by nearly 
four miles. 
Gerald D. Griffin, Apollo 12 
flight director, said errors in 
lunar orbit inf or mat ion were the 
main cause of Eagle’s long land­ 
ing. 
“ On Apollo 11,“ he said, “ we 
targeted for a specific point on 
the lunar surface, but we were 
primarily 
interested 
in just 
landing safely in a general area. 


On Apollo 12, we are going todo 
all we can to land on a speci­ 
fied point or the moon. 
Pinpoint landing 
techniques 
will 
be 
necessary 
on later 
flights when astronauts will at­ 
tempt to touch down in rugged 
highlands and inside craters. 
“ For Apollo 12,” Griffin said, 
**we are doing everything to 
minimize any perturbation in 
the orbit. After we undock, we 
Just want to leave the lunar 
module alone and not disturb 
tt.” 
A major reason for the lunar 
ship’s shift in orbit was a quick 
disconnection 
from its com­ 
mand vessel. The disconnection 
was made by jet thrusters and 
was in the direction of 
the 
flight. 
Apollo 12 astronauts Charles 
Conrad Jr. and Alan L. Bean 
will separate while 
the 
two 
crafts are perpendicular to the 
moon’s 
surface to reduce the 
path change to a minimum. 
They’ll 
also conduct 
a so- 
called “ soft undocking.” They 
will no* use the thrusters but 
will gently slide out until three 
latches take hold at the end of 
the docking probe. The latches 
then will be retracted and the 
command ship driven by Rich­ 
ard F. Gordon Jr. will move 
away. 
Venting from the Eagle’s wa­ 
ter boiler also caused small or­ 
bit changes. A new, nonpropul- 
sive boiler has been built for

Armstrong 
and Aldrin began 
their 
landing 
approach with 
tracking information in their 
on -board computer outdated by 
two orbits, about four hours. 
On Apollo 12, the mission con­ 
trol center will feed the as­ 
tronauts the latest tracking data 
just before they start down. 


This is possible, Griffin saul, 
because the lunar module will be 
in view of the earth for 30min­ 
utes because of a more wester­ 
ly landing site.

moon's backside, it had only 16 
minutes to make a landing, and 
the astronauts wero busy with 
the final approach. 
Thanks to additional

A problem that gave Arm­ 
strong and Aldrin and mission 
control their worst moment was 
the flashing of alarms that in­ 
dicated the Eagle’s computer

touchdown. 
Ground 
controllers 
quickly- 
traced the trouble to the rendez­ 
vous radar whose job was to 
keep track of the orbiting com­ 
mand ship in case of an abort. 
On Apollo 12 Conrad and l^an 
will shut this radar off the line 
during the time the computer is 
busy with descent information. 
It can be swiftly turned on in 
case of abort.

Dear Mr. Y.: 
In most of the 
United States 
and Canada it 
has 
been 
le­ 
g a l l y estab­ 
lished that X- 
ray plates are 
a n 
intrinsic 
p a r t of the 
medical record 
of a patient in 
a hospiUl or 
in a doctor’s 
office. The interpretation of 
this legal ruling is, I believe, 
that a patient pays for the 
reading and the interpreta­ 
tion of the X-rays but does 
not own them. So much for 
the legal aspect of this prob­ 
lem which arises far too often 
and frequently disturbs the re­ 
lationship between the patient 
and his doctor. This firm bond 
built on years of mutual un­ 
derstanding then becomes per­ 
manently altered or even de­ 
stroyed by unnecessary anger 
and hostility. 
A patient most certainly 
does have the right to seek an 
additional opinion. When the 
new doctor requests it from 
either the physician or the 
hospital, X-rays and medical 
records are made available to 
him. It is astonishing how of­ 
ten these X-rays and records 
are lost or never returned.

tribes rarely have heart dis­ 
ease and why the absence of 
noise and pollution encourages 
longevity. 
Our greater knowledge of 
nutrition and control of dis­ 
ease now means that the child 
born today will probably live 
to the age of 75 years. This 
is indeed a gigantic scientific 
accomplishment. 


Is there a form of arthritis 
that can be acquired after a 
severe injury ?

Dear Mr. J.: Any severe in­ 
jury to a joint may be respon­ 
sible for the accumulation of 
blood in the joint followed by 
swelling and impaired move­ 
ment. This is known as trau­ 
matic arthritis. Trauma or in­ 
jury' will affect a single joint 
but injury' is hardly ever re­ 
sponsible for arthritis in all 
the joints of the body.

star clusters they say may be 
a missing link In the evolu­ 
tion of the universa. 
In some ways, the objects re ­ 
semble the mysterious star like 
bodies called quasars, said Dr. 
J.B. Oku, staff astronomer at 
Palomar and Mt. Wilson ob­ 
servatories. 
Quasars 
are 
the brightest, 
fastest moving and most distant 
objects known to man. The new 
galaxies, like quasars, emit 
powerful radio signals and have 
brilliant cores, Oke said Sun­ 
day. 
But unlike quasars, he said, 
the new bodies seem to have 
spiral arms, like our own Mil­ 
ky Way galaxy. 
A Cal tech 


spokesman said It was possible 
the spiral arms represent an 
early stage In the development 
of quasars. 
The spokesman added, how­ 
ever, that scientists are still 
not certain of the exact relation­ 
ship between the newly discov­ 
ered clusters and quasars. 
♦The extreme brightness of 
the new galaxies seems to come 
not from a denser concentra­ 
tion of stars In the center of 
the galaxy but from some vio­ 
lent explosion involving the en­ 
tire nucleus,*’ Oke said. 
Evidence of the existence of 
the objects was gathered by a 
$250,000 Instrument called a 
photoelectric spectrometer at­ 
tached to the 200 -Inch telescope 
atop Palomar Mountain In San 
Diego County.

New Postal System 
Is Making Money 


WASHINGTON (AP)— A prí­ 
vate postal svsten called IPSA, 
which handles third-class mall 
aft lotear coat than* the u . S. 
Post Office, now Is operating In 
3*7 cities, making money, and 
expanding. 
On parcel post hauls, the pri­ 
vately operated United Parcel 
Service is plytng streets and 
highways with 20,000 of Its own 
shiny vehicles and charging less 
on many Intercity deliveries 
than Uncle Sam. 
UPS is awaiting a final gov­ 
ernment go-ahead to extend its 
interstate 
service into nine 
more states, for a total of4€.It 
is growing because —it claims 
— many business firms prefer 
it to the U. S. malls for re­ 
liability and predictability of 
service. 
Air freight is a booming en­ 
try 
In 
the package-hauling 
industry’ and may get cheaper as 
bigger jets come along. Grey­ 
hound buses haul bundles as well 
as people. The venerable REA 
Express survives and thrives 
despite the decline of the rail­ 
roads, and the yellow pages 
show a longer list each year 
of competing private local, re­ 
gional and national express hau­ 
lers — even though the U, S. 
parcel post Itself Is growing. 
The private carriers are being 
watched with keen interest by 
supporters of President Nixon’s 
proposal to reorganize the post­ 
al system Into a business-type 
corporation. 
That plan was blocked for this 
session by a 13 to 13 deadlock 
in the House Post Office Com­ 
mittee, but will return with 
greater urgency next year. Still 
pending, meantime, is a propos­ 
ed postal rate lacrease to help 
avert a $1 billion postal defi­ 
cit. 


"We’ll all be under one big 
corporation some day,*' pre­ 
dicts C. Wallace McPherson of 
Oklahoma City, an executive of 
the independent Postal System 
of America, called IPSA. 
What is IPSA? It is a com­ 
pany established 18 months ago 
in Oklahoma City which employs 
uniformed, bonded, 
full-time 
earners to deliver third-class 
matter — advertising, 
or so- 
called “ junk mail" — at a cost 
below the 
Post Offtce third- 
class rate. 
The U. S, Post Office charges 
$38 per 1,000 for mailings of 
ig> to 250,000 such pieces a year, 
and $40 for each additional thou­ 
sand. IPSA charges $33 per 
1,000 for the saturation -type 
mailings. 
Since It is forbidden by law to 
use residential mailboxes, IPSA 
hangs Its deliveries on door­ 
knobs In plastic bags. It pays 
the cost of the bags by selling 
advertising on them. 
School children boarding bus­ 
es in Oklahoma City are likely 
to be carrying their pencils 
and erasers In IPSA bags. 
IPSA 
has franchised oper­ 
ators operation in St. Louis 
and Kansas City, Mo., Buffalo, 
N. Y., Jackson, Miss., Little 
Hock, Ar„ Toledo, Ohio, Dal­ 
las and Fort Worth, Texas, and 
some 30 other cities and towns. 
It has openings scheduled be­ 
fore the end of this year in Des 
Moines, Iowa, Phoenix, Ariz., 
Houston, Texas, and elsewhere. 
The U. S. Post Office scoffs at 
IPSA as being a mere distri­ 
butor of handbills. *‘A very, 
very insignificant matter,” said 
one Post Office spokesman. 
Another department official 
commented; "Considering the 
shortage of labor, 
I frankly 
don’t think it is going to be a- 
round too long.” Postal union 
leaders have attacked IPSA cm 
grounds that only the govern­ 
ment can legally carry mall, 
and have denounced the wear­ 
ing of official-looking uniforms 
by IPSA’s delivery men. 
To such belittling IPSA re­ 
plies that it has in hand appli­ 
cations 
for franchises from 
about 2,000 more towns and cit­ 
ies. And that it is now prepar­ 
ed — in Oklahoma City only, so 
iar —to deliver addressed mall 
on a selective list basis.
